Sultan Saved From the 
Young Turks.

Heir Apparent Was to Have

VIENNA, May 14.—({Exclusive Die- 
patch.) The newspapers here print a 
sensational story of a plot to kidnap 
the Sultan of Turkey. The reports 
say it was the intention of the con- 
spirators to arrange for a declaration 
that His Majesty was insane, and then 
to keep him secretly confined and to 
proclaim his younger brother, Ma- 
hammed Reshad, Sultan in his stead. 
Several exalted officers and state offi- 
clals are said to have been implicated 
in the plot. It is stated they were co- 
operating with the young Turk party. 

The plot was revealed by the Sultan's 
secretary, Izzet Bey, who is known as 
According to 
one version of the story Izzet Bey con- 
spired with the plotters, but subse- 
quently relented and betrayed them. 
Another version is that Izzet Bey sus- 
pected the plot and wormed. himself 
into the confidence of the conspira- 
tors, only to reveal thetr machinations. 

The Sultan is represented as regard- 
ing Izzet as his saviorand has richly re- 
warded him. The share of Mahammed 
Reshad, who is the heir apparent, ts 
also differéntly described. It is said 
by some papers that he headed the 
conspiracy, while others declare he 
was unaware of it. At any rate he is 
now confined in his own palacc, where 
he is closely guarded. 

The majority of the revolutionists 
are said to have escaped, but it is 
stated that 200 have been arrested, and 
will be executed. It is said among 
those who escaped is Osman Pasha, 
son of the general of that name. 

It is declared that the recent seizure 
of fore'gn mails in Constantinople was 
prompted by knowledge of this or a 
similar move on the part of the young 
Turks, who were in communication 
with the offices of the party in Paris

FOR FISH 


Protective Organization 
Formed. 


Will See That Laws are 
Enforced. 


Association Starts With Mem- 
bership of One Hundred— 
Details of Meeting. 


The Los Angeles County Fish and 
Game Protective Agsociation was of- 
gpnized last night with a charter mem- 
bership of 102. Two score of the city’s 
active men met in the rooms of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
clation, and tn the course of an hour’s 
time had perfected an organization 
which will keep a jealous eye upon vio- 
lators of the fish and game laws, and 
will endeavor to restore stream, forest 
and mountain to its one-time well- 
stocked condition. 

John Schumacher was elected presi- 
dent of the association. The five vice- 
presidents are Gen. C. F. A. Last, 
James Cuzner, Maj. James, John 
Hauerwass and Edward Tufts. The 
board of directors also consists of five, 
H. W. Keller, 
Kuhrtz, H. W. Vail and Maj. C. M. 
Fairbanks. In the office of treasurer 
was installed Edwdrd Tufts, while the 
permanent secretary is L. Herzog. 

There was a vast amount of inter- 
est displayed at the meeting. H. W. 
Keller, State Game and Fish Com- 
missioner, addressed the assemblage 
and promised the association every as- 
sistance in his power. H. T. Payne, 
who is president of the State organi- 
zation, composed of similar county as- 


the successes attained by older organ- 
izations. These two men advised the 
meeting upon points which were not 
particularly clear, and many interest- 
licited from them. . 

The constitution and bylaws of the 
Orange County Association was 
adopted with but a few changes. One 
of these was the change from $10 to $26 
of the reward offered to any one who 
will furnish evidence of the .violation 
of fish and game laws, whether the 
State law or a county ordinance. Mr. 
Keller promised that the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners 
would appoint as many deputies as the 
Los Angeles association desired, and 
would pay $26 for every case 

n which the evidence justified an ar- 
rest, whéther a conviction or an ac- 
quittal resulted. He also promised the 
services of the State board's prosecut- 
ing attorney at any time they were 
needed. 

As evtrybody present concu concurred in 
Mr. Tufts’s opinion that the present 
State game law Was a good one, a mo- 
tion was carried directing the president 
and directors to appear before the 
County Board of Supervisors and re- 
quest that all county ordinances affect- 
ing game be repealed. They will also 
ask that an ordinance be pagsed pro- 
Limiting seine fishing in waters within 
250 feet of wharves. 

It developed during the meeting that 
market men, hotel keepers and others 
interested are already forming plans 
to bring about the repeal of the pres- 
ent game iaw. This acticn is to be 
contested by the county Fish and 
Game Protective arsoctations, whieh 
will work to this end as one body, the 
State organization of which each is a 
member.

not take a deep interest in what they 
call ‘politics, and why he is so 
vaguely and generally proud of the 
fcountry that enables him to be so 
comfortable. How can the owner of 
a dainty chalet, with smoked-oak fur- 
niture, imitation Venetian tapestry 
curtains, hot and cold water laid on, a 
bed of geraniums and hollyhocks, a 
baby crawling down the veranda, and 
a self-acting, twirly-whirly hose gently 
hissing over the grass in the balmy 
dusk of an August evening—how can 
such a man despair of the republic?” 
This is a pretty compliment to Buf- 
falo, in a specific sense. But Buffalo 
is not the only bean in the patch. 
There is Boston, for example—a whole 
bean patch in itself. That, however, 
is another question. There are nu- 
merous American cities which are 
quite as attractive as Buffalo, which 
are populated by citizens as contented 
and happy as the Buffalonians, and 
who dwell in homes just as beautiful 
as those described by Mr. Kipling. 
This is the glory and the strength 
of our grand free government—the 
number and the comfort and the 
beauty of its homes. The like is not 
to be found in any country on the 


in the world’s strange, eventful his- 
tory, in ancient times or modern. 
‘|Americans are proud of their coun- 
try—not “vaguely and generally,” as 


Mr. Kipling expresses it, but clearly 
and specifically. 
But it is not merely because the 


American is enabled to be so comfor- 
table that he has pride in his country. 
There are many other reasons—rea- 
sons altogether too numerous for 
enumeration. In a general (though 
not vague) way the American tis proud

globe. Its parallel has never existed 


gressive nation on earth. Because it: 


has solved the great and difficult prob- 
lem of free self-government. Because, 
achieve- 
ment, the American has accomplished 
most, and stands today in the fore- 
front of the world’s progress. 

Mr, Kipling is certainly not very 
familiar with American character and 
modes of thought if he imagines that 
our people do not take a deep interest 
in politics. On the contrary, no people 
in the world take so deep and so sig- 
nificant an interest in. political af- 
fairs. as do the American people. The 
interest which we take in politics is 
not always on the surface—not always 
apparent to the superficial observer. 
But beneath the surface it is a vital 


force, which gées down to the very | 


foundations of our government. 

The interest which Americans take 
in politics is so g-c1t that it becomes 
a part of their education, and a part 
of their daily lives. Americans read 
muc., and they do a great deal of 
thinking on political gubjects. And 
the fact that they do read and think 
is one of the reasons why they have 
no occasion to “despair of the re- 
public.” 


OMELESS INDIANS. 
. A dispatch from Washington an- 
nounces thet In the cases of Barker 
and Quevas vs. Harvey, the United 
States Supreme Court has passed upon 
the rights of the California Mission 
Indians to hold land upon which they 
have lived when their claims are in 
conflict with those of persons claim- 
ing unconfirmed Mexican land grants. 
Harvey, as an administrator, claimed 
title under a grant @ San Diego, con- 
firmed in 4880, and brought suit to 
establish the status of Barker, Quevas 
and other Indians, who claimed to 


have been on the land long prior to. 


the making of the grants in 1840. The 
California Supreme Court decided that 


the Indians had no standing, in view | 


of the validity of the Mexican grant, 


and that decision was confirmed by | 


the opinion of the higher court. 

Thus another nail has been driven 
in the coffin of these unfortunate na- 
tives of Southern California who were 
formerly monarchs of all they gur- 
veyed, but many of whom now have 
literally no place in which to lay their 
heads. The miserable condition in 
which many -of these Indians find 
themselves was recently set forth 
graphically in the columns of The 
Times by Bistiop Johnson, who after- 
ward made representations on their 
behalf in Washington. It is the duty 
of this rich and powerful country to 
see that these unfortunate Indians are 
properly cared for, and the matter 
should be brought urgently to the at- 
tention of the officials at Washington. 
The decision of the Supreme Court is 
doubtless good law, but it seems to be 
awfully poor equity or justice.

THIS CITY IMMUNE 


LABOR STRIKES. 


OS ANGELES will be immune 
from the strike of iron workers and 
mechanics which is threatening al- 
most every large city in the United 
States, and which will begin May 20, it 
is said, unless members of these crafts, 
now working ten hours a day, are given 
a nine-hour working day. Iron workers 
in Los Angeles already have the de- 
sired arrangement, and, according to 
local labor men, there will be no strike 
Neither will the threatened strike of 
cooks and waiters in San Francisco af- 
fect Los Angeles, it ie claimed. While 
the quitting of these people may pre- 
cipitate a sympathetic strike among 
the members cf other crafts in the 
northern city, it will not extend to Los 
Angeles. In fact, labor men of Los An- 
geles are not looking forward to any 
trouble, They realize that present lo- 
eal conditions are good. This is so in 
all crafts, despite any announcements 
to the contrary, and those interested 
say that the howling of trouble-agita- 
tors is more injurious than beneficial 
toe their interests. 
Laundry workers are particularly 
indignant over the agitation which 
¢trike promoters have been stirring 
up, a thorough canvass among 
them yesterday brought out a unani- 
mous assertion that there is no trouble 
between employers and employés. Local 
laundry workers have formed an or- 
nization which is a branch of the 
hirt Waist and Laundry Workers’ 
International but one and all 
of the members laugh at a « tion 
that a strike is contemplated. 'y are 
practically without a grievance. 
The chief object in forming their or- 
ganization is to secure a uniform ten- 
hour work ; now have a ten- 
hour day, but in busy seasons are 
compelled to work over time. Most 
of the girls are given over-time pay for 
the extra hours, but the men are al- 
lowed no additional wages in most 


) -ases. Yet this is not a hardship, most 
of them say, because the extr# hours 
of work are more than made up by the 
short hours in dull times. 

The system governi most of the 
male laundry employés in Los Angeles 
is such that they do not expect over- 
time pay.

They are paid for sixty hours a week, 
and although In some cases they work 
fourteen hours over time in one week, 
at another time they may work only 
fifty hours in all. In the busy season 
they must labor over time to get out 
the work taken in.

MISERABLES” 


QUARANTINED. 


UITE a flurry has resulted in 

some parts of Los Angeles over the 

appearance during the last two 
weeks of several new cases of vario- 
loid. None of them is critical, how- 
ever, and there is no cause for alarm. 
The chief feature of the situation is 
the fearful inconvenience and annoy- 
ance to which persons in quarantine 
are subjected. It is misery to be cooped 
up in a crowded tenement for twenty 
days, dreaming of smalipox.

A Disinherited Sister to Get Half

When Josephine Thompson of Azusa | 


died on January 4, 1900, At a hospital 
in this city, she left an estate val 

at about $15,000 and a will. She was 
the widow of E. R. Thompson, an 
Azusa orange grower, who dicd only a 
few w | prior to her death. Her 
estate consisted of half of his estate. 
By the terms of her will she be- 
queathed about $3000 to her physician, 
Dr. J. T. Stewart; $3000 to her attorney, 
Frazier M. Sallee, Esq.; $2000 or $3000 
to her nurses, $1000 to her washer- 
woman at Azusa, $2500 to the Los An-_| 
geles Orphans’ home and other be- 
quests. 

A sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Dolphin of 
St. Paul, Minn., was left $1. She im- 
mediately began a contest of the will, 
alleging fraud, undue influence and in- 
sanity, for she wasn’t pleased with the 
fact that the will was executed just 
before Mre. Thompson went upon an 
operating table, from which she never 
got up. 

This contest was dismissed yestcr- 
day, and a compromise entered into, 
whereby Mrs. Dolphin is to receive 
half of the estate. 

Other contests were also dismissed. 
Walter Oliver, a son of the deceased, 
if he could have been found, would 
have objected to being left only $1, but 
he has not been heard from by any- 
body for over fifteen years, and yes- 
terday — Shaw pronounced him 
legaliy dead.

wealth.”” The clubs of her federation, 
she says, are interested on civic lines 
of work. Streets and alleys have been 
‘made clean; trees have been planted 
-and their destruction prevented; parks 
| have been begun; cemetéries have been 
cared for; schoolrooms have n 
adorned with works of art, and school 
| grounds have been tastefully laid out.

A unique association has been organ- 
ized in Iowa called the Daughters of 
Ceres. The headquarters of the club 
is in Des Moines, and the branch clubs 
are scattered in the farming districts. 
The membefs are wives and daughters 
of farmers; it is said that some of 
them drive over twelve miles to attend 
the semi-monthly meetings. ey have 
a system of circulating libraries among 
their branch clubs, and have debates 
on social and economic subjects, espé- 
cially on such as interest rural popu- 
lations. 
WORK AMONG MOUNTAIN WOMEN 
“This movement has its counterpart in 
the “town and country” clubs of Min- 
nesota, Missouri and Kansas; also in 
the “summer camps” under the aus- 
pices of the Kentucky federation. The 
first of these camps was started in ua 
mountain county by four young 
ladies, who, 
camped out all summer, teaching the 
mountain women and children to sew, 
to mend, to cut out, to k and other 
simple household duties. The moun- 
taineers flocked to the camp and 
eagerly offered themselves as pupils. 
Last summer a larger number of club- 
women spent the entire season in the 
mountains, working on the same lines. 
Such personal devotion and good-fel- 
——- must become a social power 
and win these shy and suspicious peo- 
ple into comradeship. 

The Cosmos Club of Chattanooga 
has introduced the weaving of carpets 
into the mountain districts, furnish- 
ing artistic designs and providing a 
market. 

The Women’s Club of Central Ken- 
tucky held last summer an exhibit of 
arts and crafts, which was very suc- 
cessful. It opened a market for the 
sale of some of the curios and the 
beautiful weaving of the*® mountain 
people. 

The Massachusetts . federation held 
an important exhibit last April in Bos- 
ton of the home industries of the coun- 
try. Rugs, blue and white needlework 
the weaving of the 
Tennessee and entucky 
women and of the Acadians, together 
with the lace, baskets and embroideries 
of the Mexican and Indian women, 
were displayed. Altogether, it was a 
“brave show” and most encouraging. 

After the murder of Gov. Goebel, the 
Tgency Association” was formed 
in Kentucky, with headquarters in 
Louisville. In that city alone there 
are over four thousand members. 
Branches are being rapidly organized 
in. other cities and towns; The object 
of the association, which’ is largely 
compesed of women, is “to inculcate 
principles of citizenship, to urge 
a single standard of conduct pub- 
lic and private life and to enforce the

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM AND AR- 
BITRATION. 


The women's clubs have always 
thrown their influence on the side of 
civil-service reform. At the Milwaukee 
biennial meeting of the General Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, a session was 
held, in which the subject was dis- 
cu . The women’s auxiliary of the 
New York Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation recently offered two prizes, 
one of $100 and the other of sto. for 
the best es#ay on the subject of civil- 
service reform, the competition to be 
restricted to members of clubs holding 
membership in either the genera] fed- 
eration or a State federation. The 
Massachusetts federation has a coii- 
mittee on Civil Service, which has or- 
eanized into committees in the clubs. 

The subject of “Peace and Arbitra- 
tion” has been studied in the clubs. 
During the sessions of the international 
Peace Conference at The Hague, a ca- 
bie of appreciation and a promise of co- 
operation Was sent by the board of 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs to the delegates. 

During the Spanish-American war 
the women’s clubs took a prominent 
part in relief measures and in provid- 
ing for the’ comfort of the soldiers. 
This was notably true of the western 
cities, such as Denver, San Francisco, 
Boise and Salt Lake City. The clubs 
in those cities sent committees to meet 
the men in transit, provided warm 
meals and did everything possible to 
count a comfortable trip for the sgol- 
ters.

It would be most suggestive to cite 
the example of individual clubs which 
have exerted a great influence on the 
civic life of their communities, but 
where all have done well it is almost 
‘invidious ¢o0 single out a few. Some 
of the clubs in the large cities are 
chiefly occupied with municipal condi- 
tions. Among those of the most promi- 
nence are the women’s clubs of Den- 
ver, of San Francisco, of Cincinnati, 
of New Orleans and of Chicago, and the 
Civic Club of Philadelphia. The liast- 
pamed is a spiendid example of what 
a disinterested, intelligent body of 
women can accomplish for the ad- 
vancement of a. community. 

All over this country the club move- 
ment is spreading, in cities, in towns 
and in f ng. communities, and it is 
impossible to overestimate the educa- 
tional value on the community life. 
The work of the clubs has been accom- 
plished by insistent effort, and by co- 
operation with existing agencies, and 
therefore without arousing antagonism. 
The only regret is that clubs do not 
half appreciate their power and ‘are 
slow to wield it on some occasions, 
when it would be of immense benefit. 
But their sphere of influence is ever 
widening and they will continue to be 
a potent factor in the life of the na-

3 AT SAN PEDRO. 
AMERICAN DISCRIMINATION IN FA- 
VOR OF BRITISH. 


Salt Lake Material—Union Laborers 
Refuse to Build With Brick from 
Kiln Where Chinese are Employed. 


SAN PEDRO, May 4.—{From The 


Times’ Resident Correspondent.) 
little schooner Kate and Anna, Capt. 
C. Walker, has returned to port after 
having spent four months in a sealing 
cruise. She did not have a good run of 
luck, and brought only twenty-two 
skins. 

The Kate and Anna had been out 
only a few days when Michael O’Brien, 
one of the hunters, cut his throat, and 
died on deck. The vessel put into 
Santa Barbara. After the 
inquest she returned to the pursuit of 
the seals. All of those taken - were 
females. The skins are said to be if 
good condition. 

In common with other American 

schooners, the Kate and Anna 


sealing | 
operated under an American law, 


which discriminates In favor of British 
sealers. Under the treaty provisions 
all persons are prohibited during the 
months of May, June and July from 
taking fur seals in the waters off the 
‘Pacific Coast north of 35 deg. N. Laé., 
which is not far from Point Concep- 
tion. There is a law of the United 
States, however, which at @ll times of 
year restricts Americans from taking 
seals in the waters north of that lati- 
, but does not restrict British ves- 
sels from taking seals in those waters. 
The result is that an American seal- 
ing schooner operating off the coast of 
her owh country is restricted to the 
waters where seals are scarce, while 
foreigners may. pursue the furred den- 
izens of the sea over the grounds where 
American sealers are forbidden. 

Kate and Anna will be beached 
and repaired. It is probable that she 
will start on another cruise about the 
middle of next month. Patrick Sulli- 
van, a San Pedro man who was in 
the schooner’s crew, came ashore sick, 
and was sent to the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital ward of the Sisters’ Hos- 
pital in Los Angeles for treatment. 

BREAKWATER PROGRESS. 

Between thirty-five and fifty carloads 
of rock fer day are being dumped on 
the government seawall site: About 
two-thirds of the quantity delivered 
somes from Declezg and the balance is 
brought from Chatsworth. The most 
of the dumping now under way is in 
from forty to forty-four feet of water. 

In order to protect the piling a con- 
siderable quantity of rock is dropped 
about the new trestlework as nearly 
as practicable behind it as it is ex- 
tended. Not far from 1800 lineal feet 
of the substructure is completed except 
for leveling the upper surface. Rock 
has been dumped about 500 feet further 
eastward. The trestle is builded to a 
point about 2800 feet from the westerly 
shore of the outer harbor. 

About twenty-two men are employed 


by the contractors in :onnection with. 


the dumping operations. On the 10th 
inst. the same force dumped sixty-two 
carloads in less than ten hours. The 
quantity of rock delivered approxi- 
mates 33,000 tons per month. The con- 
tract provides for a delivery of 35,000 
tons per month.
